The figures 
are nearly life-size, aud the subjects are 
chosen mainly from the life of Christ, as 
follows 
The Visit of the Magi or East 
tru Kings, The Flight into Egypt, The 
Baptism in Jordan; Christ Blessing the 
Children. The Feeding of the Multitude; 
Healing the Hick . The Agony ofGethsem- 
aue; The Resurrection; The Assention; 
The Descent of the Holy Ghost 
These 
paintings and decorations are the work 
of John C. 
W. Rhode, of Chicago, and 
an able corps of artist assistants, and 
are certainly among the best examples of 
that class of w..rk in any church west of 
Chicago. 
These pictorial sermons preach 
the gospel of Div ine Lov e moreeffeetiv ely 
than many a written or spok en discourse 
This and ibis only is the prov ince of art 
in the Catholic 
church—to reach the 
heart through the av enue of the eye and 
bring more v iv idly to the mind of ihe 
worshipper those div ine attributes which 
we all worship. 
No Catholic worships 
pictures or images, any more than he 
worships music; but we all k now that all 
these things aid in lifting the aspirations 
heav enward.
